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A Look Past, as We Move Forward: 
A 10 Year — and More — Report

1981-1991 were ten good years, 
indeed, for The North Shore 
Country Day School. It is vital, as 
we look ahead, to examine the 
accomplishments of this decade at 
North Shore. The graphs, charts, 
descriptions and photographs that 
appear over the next seven pages 
attempt to do just that. 

There is another reason to focus on 
this decade now. I am referring to 
the departure of Nancy Jones 
Emrich, our Director of 
Development since 1981, who is 
taking an extended leave of 
absence. Nancy and her family 
will be spending twelve months in 
Europe, beginning late this 
summer. A new Development 
Director will take the baton from 
her in the '92-'93 fiscal year. Any 
one who knows Nancy also knows 
that hers will be a hard act to 
follow, because it is to Nancy that 
most of the credit goes for creating 
a development program at North 
Shore. When she arrived in the 
summer of 1981, alumni giving — 


to give one example — was at the 
$30,000 level; this year it will 
probably be at $185,000, a six-fold 
increase. During Nancy's tenure 
the School undertook two capital 
campaigns totaling over $6 million 
(Endowing Educational Excellence 
and the $1 Million Match 
Campaign), established numerous 
scholarships and instituted a full 
slate of alumni programs, to name 
a few of the projects in which she 
had a hand. In short, recognizing 
the years 1981-1991 at North Shore 
inevitably involves recognizing the 
great contribution that Nancy has 
made to the School. 

Let me focus briefly on two of the 
most important accomplishments 
of this decade — the increase in 
teacher compensation, (along with 
the institution of a sabbatical 
program for teachers) and the 
upgrade of the School's facilities. 

It goes without saying that the 
heart of any school is its faculty. 
Yet it is one thing to say this and 
another to do what is necessary to 
keep good teachers. Offering 
competitive salaries is clearly very 
important, and North Shore has 
done a remarkable job over the 
last ten years in improving 
compensation for its teachers. The 
chart on page 5 tells the tale 
vividly; indeed, for the past few 
years we have been in the 90th 
percentile of midwestern schools. 

While it is true that a school's 
facilities are only as good as the 
people teaching in them, there is 
no question that having excellent 
and well-maintained spaces, state- 
of-the-art equipment and attractive 


grounds can greatly affect the 
quality of education a school 
provides. The most dramatic 
accomplishment of this sort in the 
last ten years at North Shore was 
the building of the new Hall 
Library, which has made such a 
significant difference in the life of 
the School. There have been many 
other important projects as well — 
from the remodeling of the Dunlap 
Hall upper school building and the 
auditorium last summer to the 
implementation of an extensive 
landscaping plan and the out-of¬ 
sight but necessary (and expen¬ 
sive!) removal of asbestos. 

Much has been accomplished in 
the last ten years, and we have 
every reason to be proud of these 
achievements and of the School. 
That said, it is also important to 
remind ourselves that resting on 
one's laurels is a very risky 
business. One certainly can take 
heart from these earlier successes 
and let them serve as inspiration 
for the meeting of new challenges. 
As I write this, a committee of 
board members, parents, faculty 
and alumni is hard at work on a 
strategic long range plan that will 
carry us through most of the 1990s 
as effectively as two earlier plans 
took us through the 1980s. There 
is no question that we face 
challenges — of declining 
enrollment, in the Upper School 
especially; of the need to increase 
our endowment; and of working 
out an appropriate curriculum for 
the 21st century. But the record of 
the last ten years, as well as of the 
previous 62 (!), demonstrates that, 
without question, we will meet 
these challenges.

• An after-school program is 
initiated to support the needs of 
families in the School.

• Alumni outreach offers 
programs which span a regular 
five-year cycle of reunions, special 
Senior Class travel reunions for 
alumni past their 50th reunions, 
regional gatherings of alumni 
around the U.S. and in Europe, 
Homecoming and the Francis R. 
Stanton Award.

• Top quality learning 
environment created through 
building and renovation.

• International students continue 
to attend North Shore; census 
peaks at six in the Upper School. 

• The Richard and Carol Hall 
International Student Scholarship 
perpetually endows an annual 
international student enrollment. 

• Environmental responsibility is 
taught and practiced throughout 
the School through recycling 
programs, dining room programs 
and administrative use of recycled 
goods and soy ink.

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Trends in Fund-Raising Indicate Broad and 


Enabling North Shore 
Through Fund-Raising 

• Over $7,700,000 is raised for 
endowment and capital needs 
between 1981-1991. 

• Woman's Board fundraising 
aggregates over the decade to 
more than $1,000,000. (See chart 
on this page.) 

• Annual Giving program moves 
from $155,000 in 1980-81 to 
$436,000 in 1990-91. This reflects a 
181% increase — nearly tripling 
the resources for the annual 
budget. 

• Between 1981 and 1991 the 
Consumer Price Index for all items 
moves from 90.9 to 136.2, only a 
50% increase. 

• The endowment moves from 
$1,100,000 to over $5,000,000. 

• Commitments made to the 
School through planned gifts and 
bequests this decade brighten the 
prospects for North Shore Country 
Day School student of the future. 

• The participation by alumni 
(number of donors each year) 
starts at 557 in 1980-81 and peaks 
at 919 in 1990-91. The 1990-91 
figure reflects a 30% participation 
rate. (Alumni on our list attend 
one year beyond fifth grade. 
Graduates would be a much 
smaller number.)

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Ted Glaser '47 Receives '91 Stanton Award 


The 1991 Francis R. Stanton 
Alumni Recognition Award was 
given posthumously to computer 
pioneer Edward (Ted) Glaser '47 at 
commencement in June 1991. Ted 
died in December 1990, shortly 
after the Alumni Board selected 
him for this honor. Sad as it was 
not to be able to make the award to 
Ted in person, Headmaster 
Lanphear and the Alumni 
Association were very pleased that 
four members of his family, as well 
as a number of his classmates 
and friends, could attend 
commencement and join the 
School community in honoring 
Ted. Jennifer Glaser, Ted's widow, 
accepted the award, which was 
presented by Alumni Association 
president, John Darrow '65. The 
other family members present 
were Ted's two children, Cheryl 
and Eliot, and his sister, Sally 
Glaser Dewey '40. 

Following the presentation of the 
award, his classmate and friend, 
Pete Henderson '47, offered some 
eloquent comments about Ted. 
Here are excerpts from these 
comments: 



Edward L. Glaser 11 '47 


"I remember reading an article 
about Ted in the Dartmouth Alumni 
Magazine a few years ago. 

It was one in a series on 
distinguished alumni. It profiled 
Ted's enormous range of 
accomplishments: pioneering 
designer of more than 40 computer 
systems, including an electronic 
brain; academician; consultant 
to major corporations and 


government bodies; entrepreneur; 
holder of numerous patents; 
widely published author; 
computer "Man of the Year" 
according to the Data Processing 
Association of the U.S.; and lots 
more. The article ended with the 
off-hand comment: 'By the way, 
Ted is blind/ 

"Ted always treated his blindness 
as a 'by the way,' and that attitude 
was catching. We all tended to 
think of him as a fine pianist or a 
guy we could never beat in a 
swimming race, not as blind 
pianist or swimmer. Certainly his 
accomplisments are made more 
remarkable by the fact of his 
blindness, but his style was always 
to soft pedal his handicap. 

"I was reminiscing this week about 
Ted with Chip Blomgren, a North 
Shore and Dartmouth classmate... 
Chip recalled the first time he ever 
saw Ted, who was charging up the 
stairs in the high school building 
two steps at a time, racing down 
the hall late for class, turning at 
just the right spot and putting his 
hand right on the doorknob of the 






classroom door. Ted had 
memorized every inch of this 
campus — he knew just how many 
steps there were between the high 
school and the auditorium, for 
example —and he navigated it 
with confidence and 
independence. 

"We performed Ruddigore as the 
Gilbert & Sullivan opera our senior 
year.. . One of the leads is Baron's 
manservant Adam. Adam 
introduces himself in a solo 
number which ends with a very 
low note. Since Ted was the only 
one who could hit it, Ramsay Duff 
conscripted him for the part and 
he played it flawlessly. Getting 
around the stage on cue was a 
piece of cake for someone who 
knew the whole campus like the 
back of his hand. 

"During those years, I took two 
cross-country train trips with Ted. 
We played cribbage to pass the 
time, using Ted's braille playing 
cards. I didn't win a single game. 
Years later he confessed that he'd 
read the braille markings on my 


cards as he dealt them, so he 
always knew exactly what was in 
my hand. 

"Ted took Dartmouth in stride, just 
as he had NSCDS. By then he had 
Pal, the first of several seeing eye 
dogs. Once again, he got all there 
was to get out of this new and 
challenging experience. He did 
differential calculus problems in 
his head before the rest of us could 
write them down. He graduated 
Phi Beta Kappa in physics. Pal got 
an honorary degree. 

"In everything he did, throughout 
his extraordinary life, Ted made 
the absolute most of his gifts. He's 
a perfect choice for the Francis 
Stanton Award! I wish Ted could 
have been here today to accept 
the award. I can picture him 
bounding up these steps without a 
second's hesitation and with a 
giant grin on his face. I know it 
would have pleased him a lot. It 
certainly pleases his friends and 
family who know how richly he 
deserves it." 


The Francis R. Stanton Alumni Recognition Award 

is presented each year at commencement to a graduate of 
The North Shore Country Day School who has made a distinguished 
contribution to his or her field and, thereby, to society at large. 
June 1991 marked the eleventh presentation of the award, which was 
created in 1981 and named for architect Francis R. Stanton '27, 
whose long association with the School has included stints as 
board president, Alumni Association president, teacher, coach 
and Alumni Giving leader par excellence.

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John Nash Ott, Jr. '27 Receives '92 Stanton Award 


John Nash Ott, Jr., a retired banker, 
is on a quest that started with the 
growing and photographing of 
pumpkins for a Walt Disney film 
many years ago. The goal of this 
quest is to make the American 
public more aware of how light 
and color affect human health and 
behavior. 

But first, this question: How did a 
banker end up filming pumpkins 
for Walt Disney, and how did this 
lead to a study of light and color? 
The answer takes us back to the 
days when John was at NSCDS, 
namely in the mid-1920's, and 
became interested in filming the 
growth of flowers and plants. By 
speeding up the film one could see 
a flower develop or a leaf unfold in 
a matter of a few seconds. The 
scientific and artistic possibilities 
of this process — that we all know 
today as time-lapse photography 
— were considerable. John Ott, 
one of the pioneers of time-lapse 
photography, was for many years 
a Chicago banker by day and an 
avid photographer by night and on 
weekends. He eventually came to 
the attention of Walt Disney, who, 
of course, was himself a film 
pioneer and innovator. During 
their long collaboration, John did 
most, if not all, of the time-lapse 
work for Disney's nature films, 
such as "Nature's Half Acre" and 
"Secrets of Life." 

His film career also included 
preparing a memorable sequence 
in Barbra Streisand's "On A Clear 
Day You Can See Forever," where 
flowers appear to be opening to 
the sound of Streisand's voice. 
(John quips that Streisand gets all 
the credit for this amazing feat, but 
he was the one who really did the 
"singing.") 



John Nash Ott , Jr. '27 


In the course of trying to film the 
dramatic growth of a pumpkin 
from seedling to mature fruit for a 
Disney project, John discovered 
that everything depended on the 
kind of artificial light he used. The 
right kind resulted in a mature 
pumpkin; the wrong kind got the 
pumpkin (and him) nowhere. This 
realization about the effect of 
artificial lighting on pumpkin 
growth led him to shift his interest 
more and more from photography 
to a study of light and color and 
their effects on plants, as well as 
on animals and human beings. 

John offers many examples of the 
effect of light and color on animal 
and human behavior. One of the 
most dramatic was his own 
discovery that, by altering the 
lighting in rooms where 
chinchillas breed, one could get 
offspring that were 90 percent 


female (compared to a majority of 
males in a different lighting). He 
also mentions the accepted 
practice of exposing babies to blue 
light to cure them of jaundice or of 
the use of "pink rooms" to calm 
down highly agitated people. And 
then there is the condition known 
as Seasonal Affective Disorder 
(SAD), occurring generally in 
winter months, which is 
characterized by severe depression 
brought on by light deprivation. 

If the effects of light can be this 
dramatic, shouldn't we be thinking 
a lot more carefully about the kind 
of lighting we use in schools, 
hospitals, offices and our own 
homes? Would certain types of 
lighting have a calming effect on 
hyperactive children, for instance, 
and make it easier for them to 
learn? Would all children, for that 
matter, learn better with one type 
of lighting over another? John 
feels that he has already 
demonstrated some of these things 
in his experiments in schools in 
Sarasota, Florida, where he lives. 
(For these experiments and others 
he has developed a fluorescent 
light — patented as Ott-Lite — that 
is shielded for radiation and comes 
closer to approximating natural 
sunlight than typical fluorescent 
lighting.) Now it is a matter of 
attracting the attention which he 
thinks his findings deserve. 

Meanwhile, at age 82, John Ott 
continues to write articles and 
books, to consult, to lecture and to 
appear on TV interview shows in 
his quest to open our eyes to the 
importance of light. WBH

Scotson Webbe '34 

Johnson & Johnson didn't know 
what it was getting into way back 
in 1962 when it first tangled with 
Scotson ("Ski") Webbe and his 
Handgards company over a 
patent. Twenty-two years and 
countless legal skirmishes later, 
the Supreme Court refused to 
overturn a lower court decision 
and thus declared Handgards the 
winner in what turned out to be 
the longest-running suit in the 
history of the federal court system. 
As Ski likes to put it, David had 
defeated Goliath. 

Business savvy combined with a 
deep-rooted, never-give-up 
philosophy has characterized Ski 
Webbe throughout his career, and 
really all the way back to high 
school. Though small in stature, 
he was a standout athlete, 
becoming captain of the baseball 
and lightweight basketball teams 
and playing football as well. 

David and Goliath again! Ski also 
had a chance to apply his business 
skills at School. In his senior year 
he was advertising manager of the 
yearbook and business manager of 
the opera. 

Ski himself thinks the rigors of the 
Depression helped toughen him 
up. Even Winnetka, he points out, 
got hit hard. Lots of families had 
to take their children out of North 
Shore in those years, because they 
simply couldn't afford the tuition. 
It was only due to a Skokie School 
scholarship that he was able to 
attend the School. Also, in order to 
have spending money, he went 
into business at a very young age.

Among other jobs, he sold 
magazine subscriptions and 
popcorn door-to-door and formed 
the Scotson Webbe Stamp and 
Coin Company. 

His first job after college (at 
Williams) took Ski to North Platte, 
Nebraska for Quaker Oats. The 
youngest retail and jobbing 
salesman in the company's sales 
force, he plunged into the work 
with gusto and to this day can 
enthusiastically rattle off the 
names of some of the products he 
was selling — Full-of-Pep Egg- 
Laying Mash, Better Breeder 
Chicken Starter and Schumacher's 
Steer Fattener Pellets! 

Ski tackled his assignment in the 
U.S. Navy in World War II with 
the same kind of enthusiasm and 
determination he brought to 
selling egg-laying mash, though 
the stakes were much greater. In 
place of North Platte, Nebraska, 
the young lieutenant had the entire 
Pacific Ocean as his territory; and, 
instead of selling egg-laying mash, 
his job was to pay hundreds of 
thousands of sailors and officers 
serving in the Pacific Fleet and the 
shore establishment. 


With the war over, Ski took a job 
with Curtis Publishing Company, 
rising from a salesman in Chicago 
to advertising sales manager of the 
Ladies Home Journal working out of 
the headquarters in Philadelphia. 
Financial failure at Curtis led to his 
return to the Chicago area and 
joining Handgards in 1962, first as 
a consultant, then as marketing 
director. He became president in 
1974. 

Handgards makes plastic gloves, 
aprons, bags, etc., primarily for the 
"mass-feeders," — high schools, 
colleges, prisons, hospitals and 
industry. It was in connection 
with a new plastic glove aimed at 
the woman's home hair-care 
market, however, that the Johnson 
& Johnson suit arose. The big 
company claimed that Handgards 
had infringed on its patent for a 
process involved in making this 
glove. Handgards' position was 
that the patent was invalid and, in 
addition, that Johnson & Johnson 
knew it was invalid. After 
winning the first patent suit, 
Handgards countersued, accusing 
J&J of "bad faith prosecution with 
knowing invalidity." Not only did 
Handgards ultimately prevail, but 
the case made new law, putting 
"knowing invalidity" on a par 
with fraud in the patent office. 
After near-bankruptcy, brought on 
by the suit, as well as a rancorous 
strike and a factory relocation, 
Handgards is doing very well. "In 
fact, we're having our best year 
ever," says Ski. His involvement 
has changed too, with the naming 
of a new president a few months 
ago and with Ski's movement to 
Chairman of the Board. WBH 

Editor's Note: It saddens us to inform 
you that Ski Webbe suffered a stroke 
in March , after this "spotlight" was 
written. Though his recovery has been 
slow , he improved sufficiently to be 
able to return home in early June. 
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in a Times review of a new book on the 
subject. The book argues that the famous 
picture, which appears to have been taken 
in battle, was in fact a staged event, ordered 
by high officials to bring glory to the 
Marines, and that a kind of conspiracy 
developed to keep the truth from getting 
out. Greeley, who was an officer in the 
regiment that took Mount Suribachi (where 
the flag was raised), makes a persuasive 
case in his letter for a much more benign 
view of the events. Yes, he says, there were 
two flag-raisings and the famous photo is of 
the second, but it was no PR stunt and there 
was no conspiracy. What happened was 
that Secretary of War James Forrestal, 
inspired by the battle, requested the first 
flag as a symbol of Marine Corps 
indomitability. Wells' battalion 
commander, however, insisted that the first 
flag should be for his men, and ordered 
Wells to get another flag to replace the first, 
with the intention of giving this second one 
to Forrestal. It was the raising of the second 
larger flag that the photographer Joe 
Rosenthal captured in his famous picture. 
While it is true that the battle was not 
raging around them at the time. Wells 
maintains that no high officials or PR types 
from Washington or anywhere else had 
"staged" the raising. Since The New York 
Times did not use the final paragraph of 
Wells' letter as he wrote it, here it is: "Even 
after almost 50 years one cannot forget 
what took place. I can assure the authors 
that the flag raising was not 'illegitimate, a 
fraud, a dark hoax,' nor was it 'staged by 
top Navy and Marine officials,' for they did 
not even know what was going on at the 
time, as indicated by my story. I have the 
feeling that the authors started out to attack 
the raising-of-the-flag symbol and tried to 
prove their point regardless of the facts."

Spotlight 

Robert Jones '55 

NSCDS has not, so far as we know, 
turned out any professional 
soothsayers or fortune-tellers over 
the years. Unless, that is, one 
thinks of Robert Jones '55, whose 
talent in economic forecasting 
approaches wizardry. In the 
summer of 1989, for instance. Bob 
joined forty-nine other American 
economists in responding to 
Institutional Investor magazine's 
challenge to predict where interest 
rates would be at the end of that 
year. Bob ended up in first place, 
his predictions uncannily close to 
each of the four year-end interest 
rates that were included in the 
survey. 

Magical as the accuracy of his 
predictions might seem, it's unfair, 
of course, to attribute Bob's success 
to magic. Intelligence, plain old 
hard work, careful monitoring of 
the federal reserve and perhaps 
even a willingness to put one's 
neck on the line have much more 
to do with it. Bob himself tends to 
partly credit his fifth grade teacher 
at NSCDS, Miss Griffin, for his 
success in economic forecasting as 
well as in life in general. She had a 
way, he recalls, of making you 
believe in yourself. If she told you 
that you would be able to learn 
your multiplication tables by the 
end of the week or month, you 
knew you could — and would! 

Whether it was Miss Griffin or 
something else. Bob Jones' 
determination to succeed and 
eagerness to lead surfaced early 
on. In his senior year, for instance,

he was captain of the football team 
and had leads in both the fall play 
and the spring opera. More of the 
same kind of success came his way 
in college (Middlebury), in 
graduate school (Northwestern 
University for an MBA), in the 
army and in his first job, where he 
worked as a staff economist in a 
small consulting firm. 

It was with the consulting firm 
that he began to gain confidence as 
a market forecaster. Eventually he 
bit the bullet and, still a complete 
unknown, started publishing his 
own market newsletter, sending it 
to banks throughout the country 
whether they wanted it or not. His 
perseverance and his accurate 
forecasting paid off when, in 1969, 
he was hired by the Bank of 
America as a senior research 
officer for investments. From there 
he went to Chase Econometrics (a 
Division of Chase Manhattan 
Bank) where he served as vice 
president and director of 
forecasting between 1974 and 1977. 
Then, in the late '70's, he founded 
his own forecasting company, 
originally called Money Market 
Services but now known as MMS. 

It was as head of MMS that he 
accepted the Institutional Investor 
challenge mentioned above and 
took first place. 


The satisfaction of having founded 
one successful business enterprise 
would probably sustain most of us 
for life, but not Bob Jones. He 
went on to create four more! His 
greatest love these days, however, 
is not a profit-making company at 
all, but rather the non-profit 
Geonomics Institute he founded in 
1987. Located in Middlebury, 
Vermont, the purpose of this 
institute is to bring together 
economists, business leaders and 
top government officials from all 
over the world in order to promote 
the improvement of global living 
standards and, in particular, to 
help the Russian and Eastern 
European countries make the 
transition to market economies. 

Bob makes no bones about the fact 
that he has been very successful in 
business, but he also believes 
strongly in the "serve" part of 
North Shore's "Live and Serve" 
motto. He feels that the 
Geonomics Institute is a wonderful 
opportunity to give something 
back. 

It was to talk about the Geonomics 
Institute, above all, that Bob Jones 
came to North Shore in early 
October. In the course of his 
Morning Ex presentation to the 
entire student body, he made it 
very clear just how backward the 
Russian economy is, especially its 
consumer sector, and how much it 
could benefit from Western 
methods of organization, 
manufacturing and marketing. It 
was also clear from his talk that 
Jones is a dynamic speaker who 
commands the stage as forcefully 
now as he did many years ago in 
the School's productions of Yeoman 
of the Guard and The Gondoliers. 
We'll be hearing more from him in 
the years ahead. WBH

Spotlight 

Anne B. Young '65 

Anne Young's introduction to the 
world of medicine was not 
auspicious. She remembers going 
to the University of Chicago with a 
couple of classmates for a science 
fair in her sophomore year — and 
fainting dead away at the sight of a 
rat being injected! She also recalls 
with a laugh that a classmate 
announced the fainting incident at 
a Morning Ex a few days later. 

As embarrassing as this experience 
may have been, it didn't stop Anne 
from pursuing an interest in 
science and medicine that has led 
to an impressive career. A 
dramatic moment in this career 
occurred last summer, when she 
became Chief of Neurology at the 
famed Massachusetts General 
Hospital (MGH), making her the 
first woman Chief of Service in the 
history of the MGH and the first 
female Chief of Neurology at a 
U.S. teaching hospital. In the 
words of an editorial in MGH 
News , "Dr. Young is regarded as 
one of the great patient care, 
research and teaching leaders in 
her field. In short, she is clearly 
the best person for the position." 

Along with the stimulating 
teaching of Mac McCarty, Will 
Talley and others, Anne credits Dr. 
Herbert Philipsborn, the father of 
her NSCDS classmate Dan (now a 
doctor himself), with giving her 
the decisive nudge that led her 
toward the biological sciences and 
medicine. Philipsborn helped her 
get summer jobs with labs at 
Evanston and Children's Memorial 
hospitals during her college years.

He also suggested that she pursue 
a degree in medicine along with a 
doctorate, in order to have more 
options. Anne took this advice, 
ending up in the late 70's with an 
M.D. and a Ph.D. in pharmacology 
from Johns Hopkins. 

After post-graduate study in 
neurology, Anne accepted a 
teaching position at the University 
of Michigan, where she stayed for 
13 years. During this time she 
developed a strong interest in 
movement disorders, such as 
Parkinson's disease and 
Huntington's disease, though she 
has done research in Alzheimer's 
as well. Her major work has 
focused on Huntington's disease, 
for which there is no cure and not 
much in the way of treatment. 

Elusive as Huntington's disease 
has been, researchers feel they are 
getting closer to its secret, and 
Anne has played a large part in 
this effort. She was on a team that 
identified a gene "marker" which 
has brought scientists close to the 
actual Huntington's gene. 
Ironically, methods used to 
identify the marker, at first 
dismissed by many researchers, 
have since been used to find the 
gene markers for other 
neurological disorders. In some 
cases the actual defective gene has 


been located. But, as Anne points 
out, there is something peculiar 
about Huntington's that has 
prevented researchers from 
making the same progress with it. 

A critical part of the Huntington's 
research is the Venezuela Project, 
which has involved the study of 
11,000 Venezuelan descendants of 
a woman who had the disease over 
100 years ago. Every March for the 
last ten years Anne and her project 
colleagues have gone to Venezuela 
to study this enormous family and 
to monitor the occurrences of 
Huntington's. So large and so 
valuable is this "pedigree" (or 
family tree) that scientists from all 
over the world have used it to 
study other hereditary diseases. 

An important humanitarian by¬ 
product of this research has been 
the formation of the Venezuela 
Huntington's Disease Family Fund 
to help give these people at least a 
minimal level of medical care. 
Funds for this organization, of 
which Anne is currently president, 
come from Huntington's disease 
societies all over the world, and 
from drug companies, private 
individuals and the consulting fees 
of Anne and her colleagues. 

Anne grants that being chief of 
neurology at a major hospital is a 
big job, but she is not about to give 
up her research or the Venezuela 
Project or seeing patients. She 
loves the challenge of doing it all. 
She also has a mission. "If I have 
any impact at the Massachusetts 
General," she told MGH News , "I 
hope it is as a role model for how 
you train young people to be good 
and self-assured neurologists and 
scientists who will go out and do 
what they want to do and need to 
do irrespective of their sex, race or 
background. If I could accomplish 
that, now THAT would be 
wonderful." WBH

Vi Dormody, who died this past 
August, worked as the School 
secretary for 24 years. She came to 
North Shore in 1960 and retired in 
1983, working closely with Jean 
Talley the entire time. "Without 
question it was the happiest 
working experience of her life," 
said her husband, George.

She also 
served in a volunteer capacity as 
secretary to the Planning Board of 
Wilmette during the Dormody's 
long residence in that village. Vi is 
survived by her husband, George, 
and their two children, George Jr. 
and Linda.

Edward G. Lund 



Mr. Edward G. Lund, who began 
a distinguished career in 
independent education at The 
North Shore Country Day School in 
the 1920's died on November 26, 
1991 in Providence, Rhode Island. 
He was 90 and had lived in 
Providence since 1934. 

As a young man with a bachelor of 
science degree from Harvard, Mr. 
Lund was hired by Headmaster 
Perry Dunlap Smith in 1924 to 
teach math at his five-year-old 
North Shore Country Day School. 
Within a few years Mr. Lund had 
become head of the School's math 
department. Between 1931 and 
1934 he was also dean of boys. 
According to Dr. Francis D. 

Moore '31, "Eddy Lund .. . was 
a vigorous and magnetic 
personality, and, for those old 
enough to remember his teaching, 
will be remembered with 
affection." Mr. Lund himself 
viewed his North Shore experience 
as a formative one. He concluded a 
1989 letter to Judy Mason Drake 
'35, who had invited him to a 
reunion of "The Senior Class," with 
the words, "Here's to good old 
North Shore, which really made 
my educational career." 

In 1934 Mr. Lund was named 
headmaster of Providence Country 
Day School, a post he held until his 
retirement in 1965, making him one 
of the longest-tenured headmasters 
in the history of independent 
schools. Mr. Lund's list of 
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memberships and involvements 
was long and impressive. To name 
only a few, he was a former trustee 
of the Audubon Society and past 
president of the Country Day 
Headmasters' Association, the 
Barnard Club and the First 
Unitarian Church of Providence. 
He was also a member, among 
other organizations, of the 
Headmasters Association of the 
United States, the Providence Art 
Club, the Appalachian Mountain 
Club and the Providence 
Preservation Society. 

Edward Lund is survived by four 
children, a sister and seven 
grandchildren. One of his 
daughters, Zoe Lund Allen, taught 
at North Shore between 1952 and 
1962. His wife, the former Lois 
Coffin, who died in 1984, had been 
Headmaster Perry Dunlap Smith's 
secretary when she and Mr. Lund 
met in the middle 1920's. 


Timothy Rhodes, 1911-1991

On October 11,1991, at the First 
Congregational Church in Camden, 
Maine, I attended a memorial 
service for my friend Tim Rhodes, 
who had died the preceding Friday 
at the age of 80. The church was 
full to the back. Though I knew no 
one there except for Janet Rhodes 
and the children, I found the little 
community of Camden, to which 


Tim and Janet had retired, knew 
him well. 

In addition to familiar scripture 
and moving prayers, the service 
included comments on Tim's life 
and character from several people 
close to him: his brother; a 
Catholic priest he had known in 
Boston; and Janet, whose written 
comment was read by the minister. 
A poem by Richard Eberhart, the 
fine American poet who, I judge, 
summers in Camden, was read. It 
was about Tim and his son Tony 
and a time when Tony, then just a 
lad, had set out in a small boat 
from their Beach Island home, and 
the wind had come up as a gale, 
and Tony had not returned when 
expected. The poem described the 
ferocious weather and the calm, 
determined courageous way Tim 
had searched for his son till their 
happy and fortunate reunion. 

The poem was about raw nature 
and human courage and 
resourcefulness and loyalty. 

Indeed, these were some of the 
qualities summoned to memory 
over and over again during the 
service. Stressed by those who 
spoke were Tim's absolute, 
rock-like integrity, his strength, his 
courage, his independence of 
thought, his loyalty to family and 
friends, his humor, his pleasure in 
both physical and intellectual 
challenge, his joy in music, in 
acting, in sailing, in teaching and 
woodworking. In the service there 
were chuckles over his public 
frugality and appreciation for his 
private generosity and 
philanthropy. 

As I listened to these people whom 
I did not know, they described the 
man I did know when we taught 
together at North Shore Country 
Day School. He came there as 
Head of the Middle School in the 
fall of 1945, the same year that I, 


fresh out of college, began my 
teaching there. If Perry Dunlap 
Smith was an inspiration to me as a 
young teacher, and he was, Tim 
was my mentor in turning that 
inspiration into useful work in the 
daily association with my 
students. I strove to emulate his 
combination of patience and 
firmness, of humor and affection, 
to exhibit his concern and respect 
for every child, no matter how 
difficult. 

Tim was an athlete, not a games 
player and coach like me, and he 
loved sailing and getting in his 
wood and hiking. Who will forget 
the daily spectacle of Tim Rhodes, 
in all weathers, wheeling on his 
bicycle down Green Bay Road to 
school? I don't think he ever 
owned a car while he lived in 
Winnetka. He walked or rode his 
bike. 

While teaching at NSCDS, he 
initiated a high school World 
Affairs Program for the American 
Friends Service Committee, which 
brought together high school 
students from all over Chicago and 
its suburbs for a weekend in an 
urban settlement house, frequently 
Hull House, to discuss world 
problems with foreign graduate 
students from the University of 
Chicago. A work project was often 
a part of these events. For many of 
the student participants, it was 
their first experience with young 
people of other races, of other 
social and economic classes, and of 
other life experience than their 
own. After a while, Tim invited me 
to assist him with this program, 
and the experience was as 
important a time of learning for me 
as it was for many of the students. 

As a young teacher at North Shore, 
I felt myself surrounded by giants: 
Perry Smith, Ida Wied, Gadge 
Thomas, Nat French, Lewis Taylor, 
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Karla Landau, Doc Anderson and 
later Mac McCarty, to name just a 
few. But I know there are others, 
both students and faculty, who, 
like me, will always have special 
memories and special gratitude for 
Tim Rhodes. In my diary for 
October 7,1991,1 find the 
following passage: 

"Janet Rhodes called today to say 
Tim had died last Friday. Edie and 
I had arranged to visit next 
Monday, but we were too late. I 
felt terrible. Tim had been my 
mentor and best friend years ago at 
North Shore, and I have thought of 
him that way always. My first 
novel, unpublished, was dedicated 
to him. 

I wish I had published that novel, 
to do that honor to Tim, if for no 
other reason. Not that Tim had 
much interest in such honors. He 
would have been pleased but not 
greatly impressed. 

What a fine teacher he was! What a 
good man! What a blessing to 
know Tim Rhodes!"
